In Cermany the trade- union movement had a later birth than 
in any other great cmimry. However, after getting a start it made 
rapid striiles, .Am] uxlay it is numerically and in other ways the fore¬ 
most trades union nwivemeiit of the world—simply because it lias kejit 
abreast with the Itesl thought of the times and it 'is cunilucted on the 
right economic, ixilitical and isKial Iine.s. 

In England, the trades union movement is c<amparalivcly old. 
For a time it gof into a dangerous rut. However, when the Englislt 
courts and the Taff-V'ale decision held the unions responsible for 
danages eaiised by strikes and bvyeexts, with one great effort the 
English unions threw aside old tradition, elected over 50 members to 
the Engli-h parliament as representatives of labor, and got the legisla¬ 
tion that wa.s needed for immediate use. And they w ill get a great deal 
mere in the near future. 

In France, the trade union is a live wire. Kreneh pafiers de¬ 
clare that the French trades union inovetnent is the greatest power in 
France today. 

In Italy, in Switzerland, and in the f^andinavian countries, the 
trades unions arc a tremendous force. They have proved their great 
effeclivciiess even in Russia, where Ihe nxivcment is only 'n its infancy. 

fhily. in .America, with its 5 >am Gompers, John Mitchell, Jim IJuri- 
can and the rest of them, the trades union movement is held in utter 
contempt by the capitalist class, and, as far as general effectiveness 
is concerned, deservedly so.

And for 
that reason both he and his general organizers are willing to postpone 
an exchange of fraternal delegafis with Gemuny and" France untih- 
doenisdav. if potiiNe.

The main auesiion at the Denver convention was undoubtedly 
what to do in the matter ot court injunctions and with the .Sherman 
law, which rractically makes a trade union an illegal combination in re¬ 
straint of trade. 

Lf the decLsions of Ihe Supreme Court of the United .States are to 
bold good, these injunctions and the Sherman taw will un.knihfedlv 
make an end of the strike and the boycott and the trades union. 

For if organized workingmen are no longer to have the rig*ii to 
quit their work as an organieed body, and to tell their fellow working¬ 
men not to buy certain ^oods localise thev were not made under Sir 
conditions—if all that »s iUegal—then vyhat is the nse of having any 
more trade unions?

On this main question the American Federal!,m of lubor fell 
down saiUy. 

Stripfiid of all of its superfluous verbiage—with the accent on 
the superfluous—in wliich Sam Gompers is a past master—the ao- 
caflerl action of the Federation resolves itself into a likie protest 
against the injunctions and an attempt to seek redress against them 
hiring k'-v- rr ' ....; ja-iges.
